COWAEDLY CONDUCT. 

Evidence of tiie X^aris Fire Shows Many 
Hen ia an Unfavorable I.iEht. 

i Ajndon, May 15.— The inquiry into 
the fire at the charity bazaar, Paris, on 
May 4t has been followed with the moat 
keen interest at the French capital, 
This has been especially the case with 
the evidence throughout, throwing light 
upon the cowardly conduct of many of 
the men. The examining judge, M. 
Bertules, minutely investigated tlie cir- 
cumstances, and it is assertod that the 
names of several men guilty of brutal 
cowardice are known and that they will 
never again be admitted into Paris 
society. One consequence of the Paris 
fire ie the closing of a numberof theatres 
and cafe-chantants. The Palais de 
Glace is also closed. A majority of the 
rariaian theatres are deadly hretraps, 
and even the stalls of the opera house 
are not safe owing to the egress from 
them being obstructed by additional 
acata. 

The Figaro's relief fund reached the 
sum of 1,178, !)SL' francs to-day, and the 
Kappell'a reached 307,025 franca. 

While Emperor William's telegram to 
President Fauro, exprosaiiig sympathy 
with the families of victims of the tire, 
made au excellent iinprclssion, he made 
a false step in contributing 10,000 francs 
to the relief fund, as his so-called patron- 
age ia greatly resented, and has elicitetl 
anti-German articles from a large sec- 
tion of the French press, which is 
suspicious of the motives of tlie gift.

The practice is to call the instruction 

given at tlie colleirea and univerailies 
"a libenil eJuciition," thu iiiua Ijciiii; 
thiit it tends to broaden the uiind by en- 
larging thy (itdil of ila obsurviitiona. 
Much has been said and written in its 
praise, and deservedly ao, and yet we 
fancy that few persons have taken the 
ordinary course in tlie (jliiasics and the 
sciencea, and aitorwardB found llieir way 
into the broader lield of knowledije, that 
iH untouclieil by tlie uaiial university 
curriculum, without feeling a doubt na to 
the coiiectnesB of the use of the word 
"liberal" when applied to the course of iu- 
Btruction which they have received. The 
student of the sciences is given an in- 
sight into the materiiil univerfe acrord- 
ing to what are the hist discoveries in 
the hiboratory or the observatory. 
More than this is not to l)e (^.xpccted , 
hut where the illiberality of the so-i alleii 
liberal education comes in is wtien it 
deals with history and pliilosopby 
Many a young man cau tell the more or 
less legendary story of the early days of 
Jioine, and give very accurate iletails of 
wiiat was done in (.ireeceat tiie beginning 
of llie liistorical period ami yet be totally 
ignorant of the fact that long before the 
date assigned to KonuihiB or that of tlie 
jSrst Olympiad, philosophy and civiliza- 
tion had made such progress elsewhere 
that the (Mlture of thu days which pro 
dnccd llonirr seems barliarisni by com 
parLson. Let us for the sake of eonipari- 
soii take a few dates. The first < 'lym- 
piad, which was the bej.Mnning of tire 
rian history, is assigned to B.C. 77ti: 
the foundation of Rome to B. C. 7 
Three centuries before either of these 
dates the Jewish nation was at the acme 
oi its civilization. The Koniiuis were 
tuitamed and nameless savages, when 
pr.etry, music and architecture were cul 
tivated in .leruaalem. Konuilus is said 
to have icilled liis l)rother Kemus be 
Vitnsb the latter sneered at tlie wall he 
had erected and jumped over it, and yet 
the temple at Jerusalem erected by So 
onion had been completed two and a 
li.iif centuries before, and in the Imi 
jiliratef valley stood great cities of such 
luagnilirence that their riiins are tlie 
marvel of explorers. 1 lie historical 
)>eriod in China Ijegins fifteen centuries 
before the traditional history of Konie 
and antedates the oldest story tliat has 
come down from the heroic days of 
Hreece. 

With great justice the universities asl 
r..-. to admire the pliilo.sophy cii I'latJ, 
tint tliey ignore tliat of Confucius, who 
j)rccei.led hiui by a century, and that of 
iiiiddba, wlio antedated the great Ctii 
nese philosopher by more than a bun 
died years. As for /'oroaster, the average 
college curriculum may be subjected to 
microscopic examination without his 
iiiunc being discovered.

lie reward.-, the goD.l, he piiuishefi tin 
wicked, and all tliiit ia created is his 
work alone. 

All the philosophers who have ever 
lived have not advanced one step beyond 
the position taken by this great teach- 
er in his fifteen Htatenieiils of doi'triue 
uttered perhaps eight tiiousand years 
ago. Yet so-called liberal education 
ignores him, just as it ignores the philo- 
sophic and social systems that have been 
built up upon the teachings of Buddha 
and Confucius. Is it unreasonable to 
Bay that modern civilization inuKl be tlie 
poorer because of this neglect? 

A gentleman who spent twenty years 
in China said to tbe Colonist, a few days 
ago, that many of what we call the most 
advanced social propositiona have been 
forcentnries in full effect in that country. 
Jt will not be thought very flattering by 
the Bellamyites and the followers of 
Henry George to be told that the desiiia- 
fii Mongolian lias passed through tlie 
ht ago of progress wliich they regard as 
the acme of human wisdom ; but we fear 
that tbe candid student must so admit. 
T'lere ia nothing new under the sun. 
•iue Chinese, centuries i\?o, ordained 



that there should be no individual own- 
ership • of land, and that no 
man should be allowed to oc- 
cupy any more than iie could use — 
in short that earth, air and water were 
tbe common property of humanity, and 
no one should bo allowed to make a 
monopoly of either. If more people 
were taught these things in the colbges, 
there would be fewer rainbow-chasers in 
sociology and politics. What China is 
to-day, it ia because the theories which 
some of our modern reformera claim to 
be the consummation of wisdom have 
there h.nd for conturiea full play without 
contact with the more aggressive and 
less theoretically perfect ideas of Occi- 
dental society. This aoeins to be a con- 
sideration of vast importance, and yet it 
is not anggested by the course of study 
prescribed by the collegea, in the whole 
of wbioh there ia do intimation that tbe 
Oriental world haa any leaaona in phil- 
osophy or sociology that are worthy of 
our thought. 

Is it not time that we broadened the 
scope of our higher education'.' It ia 
not suggested that more things sliould 
be taught in scboola. Indeed too much is 
attempted there already. But when 
young men and young women, for 
the latter are taking rank among 
the thinkers, are being fitted to 
take their places as Icatlers in political, 
professional and religious life ought they 
not to be told something about the great 
world of human thought and progress 
which the " liberal education " of to- 
day does not touch atall, or, if it touches, 
does so apologetically'.' .\ few years ago 
Max Muller delivered a aeries of lectures 
at Oxford entitled " India and what it 
can teach us." Ttiey were a revelatiisn 
to those wlio heard them and to the still 
greater num her who read them in book 
form. There is much that India can 
teach us, much that China can teach us, 
much that Persia can teach us. In the 
thousands anil iiosaibiy tens of tfious- 
aiula of years in which these nations 
have been evolving social couditiiuis 
they must have learned many thinga 
that we could profit by. For be it re- 
membered that they started from the 
same foundation stone as modern Chris- 
tian civilization is built upon, namely, 
the sovereignty of God and the duty of 
man to bis fellows.

A CIIILDHKN'S WARD. 

There is no children's ward in the 
Jubilee liospital, but there ought to be 
one. No feature of hospital work ia 
more valuable than this.

Any one who has had ex- 
perience with children in sickness knows 
how large a part their surroundings play 
in their treatment. They are more than 
half the battle often, esjiecially in the 
case of those little ones who are 
convalescent. Pleasing surroundings 
count for much with all invalids, but 
perhaps more with children than with 
older people. This is now rccogni/.od 
ei-erywlier(! in hospital work, and every 
I apjiointcd go.ieral hospital has its 
children's ward. Jt is to be hoped that 
Victoria will have one before long, and 
we feel quite sure that any etlbrt to 
establiah one will meet with a very 
generous response from the public. 



Tine comments of thepro'vincial papers 
upon the action of the legislature in re- 
fusing to pass the alien miners clause is, 
80 far as w e have observed, wboUy fav- 
orable.

.lust ten days ago in latitude 5;>.l l X., 
longitude, 185. 5ti W., the look-out on 
the sealing schooner Arietis sighted a 
drifting derelict to the westward, fioitt- 
ing low in the water, with masts and 
canvas long since gone by the board, and 
every indication of having experienced 
the full fury of one of the terrific gales 
that have made these waters dreaded of 
navigators tluring a ((uarter of a century 
paat. Hoping that he might yet be in 
time to succor some despairing seamen. 
Captain Martin promptly altered his 
course, and as the Arietis bore nearer to 
the dismantled hulk, one of her crew 
from aloft shouted encouragement. 

" It looks as though we were in time," 
he said. " I can make out a chap 
astern." 

Then, as the glass was brought into 
service, he added. 

" Hut 1 don't q;iite fancy the looks of 
liiiii — he's all huddled up." 

Then there was alienee on the sealer 
as she came nearer the water-logged 
hulk, for all hands agreed there waa 
aom;:thing uneaniiy about her. W^.tii a 
fair breeze it did not take many minutes 
to come alongside, and soon the aban- 
doned craft was made out to he the 
schooner General Siglin, which left San 
Francisco for Wood Island, Alaska, on 
March V-t, with a crow of six and five 
passengers — William C. Greenfield, the 
manager of the North American Ooin- 
tuercial Company, and his wife and 
familr. 

The schooner was, as the Arietis' 
boats hoarded her, lying so low in the 
water that the men stepjied from the 
boats to the t'lp ol llie cai)iii, and cuiild 
not even explin-e the main deck for tlic 
water Hooding It. Only the ta If rail waa 
dry, while tlie foremast hiy over the 
bow, lifting hut a fev/ feet from the 
waves. The [licture was one of utter 
desolation, and with a shudder Captain 
Martin and bis men saw that the tleatl 
ahip was not without its akipi)er. 

The dark mass liiuldled at the stern 
was indeed a man, but tieath had long 
before released iiim from his snfi'erings. 
That iie had made a gallant fight was 
apparent, and as the sailors from the Brit- 
ish schooner approached the rigid body 
they found that it was firmly lashed to 
the starboard stern davits — the poor 
fellow having plainly realized that when 
Ilia strength deserted him no would be 
washed from the filling wreck. IDs one 
hope had been that eonie craft would 
lind and rescue film, hut the rescuers 
came too late. 

Lashed to the aide of the corpse was 
found a box containing lunch tongue, 
tlried ajiplea and a bottle of curry. Fhe 
arrangement of these several articles 
showed that the dead man had not taken 
his last desperate positiim in the haste 
of the storm's attack— it seemed more 
probable that he bad been left on 
board, and had perished of exposure or 
thirst after making a gallant defence. 
The papers on the dead man showed him 
to have been the mate of the .Siglin, 
Henry Saunders, a native of Bridge- 
town, N. S., 40 years of age, a master 
mariner of St. Johns, N. Ii., and a mem- 
lier of the Masonic order attached to one 
of the lulinl)urgh loiiges. They also in- 
dicated that his death bereavea a wile 
somewhere in the I'aiat of her husband 
and protector.

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A Note of Warning on the Necessity 
df Preserving tlie 
Forests. 



Dr. Sehlicli Deals With the Subject 
in an Imperial Institute 
Lecture. 



Dr. W. Sclilii'h, CM..1"., profeaaor of 
forestry lit the Royal l-',ii<;ineeriiiK Col- 
lege, Cooper's-hill, read a paper entitled 
" The Timber supply of the British Em- 
pire," at the Imperial Institute on 22nd 
March. Sir Stounrt Colvin Bayley, 
l-^.O.J?.I., presided, and, m iutroduciiii; 
the lecturer, said that he had known Dr. 
IScliiich for many yeara wliilst iu cliarge 
of the forestry department under tlic 
government of India. His buainess was 
now to teach forestry at Cooper's-hill, 
unil he was al.so the autlior of the only 
bciyntilic manual of forestry iu the Kus;- 
lish lam^uage. Having such a thorough 
knowledge of his subject in all its de- 
tails, Sir Steuart felt quite sure that Dr. 
Sehiioh would make bis lecture a most 
interesting one. 

After some prefatory observations with 
reapoct to tlie ditlicuhy of drawint; cur- 
I'L'Cl and reliable eonclnsioiis from the 
jjenerai information avaihihle, the lei^- 
tiirer announced hia intention of consid- 
ering; the tinilx I' re(inirenient.'i of the 
lhnj)ire, aud how far the available aup- 
jilies were likely to meet the ileniand. 
The rKiinir(.'menta and supplies nunht be 
estimated from the annual statements 
of the trade of the United IviuKiloni with 
foreign countries and J5ritiali posses- 
sions. From these lie had prepared sta- 
tistics showing that the average net im- 
ports of timber into the British Empire 
amounted to £14,021,000 a year, and 
increased in the course of six yeara by 
.«:2.2i):^,000, or at the rate of about £382,- 
UOO every year. In addition, wood pulp 
valiieil at 1 1 , million pounds was also 
now annually imported into Great 
liritaiu. The United Kincdom was hy 
far the ^'reateat importing country, the 
net imports of timber being valued lit 
tlT.iJOO.OOO out of the total of i:10,13r),- 
000. Australasia, Cape Colony and the 
West Indies each e.^ported certain qiian- 
fitiea of timber, especially hardwoode, 
but they imported so much soft woocl 
(pines and tirs) that the balance of im- 
ports and exports was against them. 
<3f timbei valued at £18,423,539 imported 
into the United Kingdom during 1894, 
only £4,274,484 came from BritisTi pos- 
sessions, while foreign countries sent 
114,1-111, 055. The description of timber 
imported was next considered. The 
moat important item, forming ninety 
|ier cent, of the total inii)ortR, was pme 
and tir timber, valued at i:l4,;!SI!,;!07, 
which came chiefly froni the Kaltic, 
(Canada, United Stati's and l''rance. 
Oak, valued at C 1 , '-'OH, 0(10, came from the 
United States, the countries around the 
Baltic, Canada, and a few other coun- 
tries. Statistical tables compiled hy Dr. 
.Schlich showetl that the teak imported 
was valued at about £10 a load, mahog- 
any at tS, other fancy woods £7, oak at 
£5, and pine and fir at £1 ISa. 8d. per 
load. Fir wood not only formed the 
bulk of the imports, bat was also landed 
at so low a rate that none of the other 
woods could replace it in the event of the 
sui)ply falling short. 

After indicating the relative import- 
ance of the several classes of timlier. Dr. 
.^(■hlich considered the (nu-slion of the 
relianc e to be placed upon future sup- 
jilie?. dealing' seriatim with the several 
rej;ione from whence the timbers came. 
The results in the British NN'est I ndian 
piissessioiiH had not been satisfactory, 
all energies being there devoted to the 
production of sugar and various other 
agricultural products. A strong ell'ort 
was now necessary to introdiu-e a more 
rational system of manafiemeut into 
these forests, by which the export could 
not only be maintained, but considerably 
increased as time went on, and, with 
i-ompotent advice at their dis-'josal. the 
•„'0vernment9 of the various colonies 
I'ould soi/ii brin^' the forests under pro- 
per protection and systematic manaj,'^ 
iiieiit. W ith re'.:ard to the inauajzenient 
(.t the .\ -i-^lralian foresta, Dr. Srhlich 
contend. -d tiial extremely wasteful 
nu-thuils prevaileil. The export from 
.1 ndia W'ji'.ld always be conlined to teak 
and a number oi fancy woods, none of 
winch coulil be laid ilown in i .icat Ihi- 
tain under I'o iier load. The mana);e- 
menl of the Jlurm;i teak forests had, 
however, lit en placed on sucli abasia 
that the liuantities available for e.x()ort 
would considerably rise as time goes on ; 
thus, to some extent, relieving the pres- 
sure on other hard woods, if their supply 
fell oil. Next to India and Ceylon, the 
t a]>e 1 ; < iood llopu had done most to- 
wards the introduction of systeinatio 
m;uiai;eiiient of its foresta. Tlie iiuli- j 
genous forests that once clothed the 
alopi^B of the I'alel mouul.un rani,'e had, 
liDivever. disappearel, with tlie I'Nceji- [ 
lion of a few trees in the dee|iest ^'or^jc-i, i 
where fire and axe could ndt 
reach them. To a ■:reat ex- 
tent tiiev had lieen, or werc^ beiiii;, 
replaced "bv plantations of exotic trei d ; 
such as the cluster pine, thr, t^i.me |>ine, i 
the oak, the while pojjlar, the blueiium, : 
red gum, Jerusalem pine, camphor tree, 
American black walnut, and .American 
ash, etc. The whole of the 350,000 acres 
in Cape Colony now bein'; public prop- 
erty incharge'of tlie I'ore.-ts department, 
could not be expected, even under proper 
iiianatremcnt, to yield tnore than 15,0110,- 
OIU) i-iibic feet, or'aboulten cubic feet per 
bead of the present iiopulation. At 
I>resent. they yiehled nothing like this 
amount ; t he 'Cape having importiHi of 
late vears, on an average, timber to the 
value of 'Jli)0,iHiO, of which two-thirds 
was pine and tir timber. Of the Kill, 000 
acres of N.Ual tinilier forests, more than 
three-fourths liad been alienated and 
were heini; rapidly destroyed. The Ca[)e 
Colony and Natid had,' in fact, not 
enough timber for their own consump- 
tion, and were not likely to be in a bet- 
ter position for years to come, the growth 
of forest trees being slow. The supplies 
received from the B;iltic and from Can- 
ada and the United States, however, 
fi.rmed the bulk of the imports into 
tlreat Dritain, some . Co, 52, 477 worth of 
tinilier coming from Canaiia during IS!)1, 
and i' !-,T.!.'!.;!l.S from various foreign 
countries. Ciermanv sent timber to the 
value of only !:',i'.>-,7'.)'.i, hut of the foresta 
of that country 51 per cent, were now 
either state forests or under atato con- 
trol, managed systeinatically, and aim- 
ing at sustained yield. Russia, Sweden 



and Norway together sent £9,383,712. Of 
the RuBsiun forests sixty per cent, were 
said to bo state forests; of those of 
Sweden, twenty per rent., and of Nor- 
way, 12 per cent. The state foresta vvere, 
to some extent under syatfmtUic nian- 
accinunt in Sweden and Norway, but in 
Russia matters were less advanced, and 
a fallini; oll'in tliu size of the timber was 
iioticable, iudicatfng that the accessible 
forests had been overworked. Hence, 
more distant forests, eBi)ecially in Rus- 
I aia, must be attacked as lime went on. 
This would gradually raise the price for 
timber delivered in Great Britain, even 
if it did not reduce the quantity avail- 
able for export. The manufacture of pa- 
per from wood-fibre h^d lately hecouio 
an enormous industry, especially in 
Sweden, where small trees were used— 
the very ones which should replace those 
now cut for export as timber. In con- 
sequence, all the private forests in Swe- 
den anil Norway were bciiiK rapidly re- 
duced in n^aterial, and in Kuesia large 
areas of forests were every ve.ir sold 
wholesale for cutting:. Tlio luumtrics 
around the Baltic al.-o supply miiny 
other lands besides the I'nited Kingdom 
with timber, the total ex])orts from the 
Baltic being more than tbree times the 
amount sent to Great Britain. The lec 
tnrerhad no hesitation in sayinp that the 
up- keep of t he supply from the countries 
around the Haltic was consideriibly more 
tliaii problematic. What with cutting 
the uuitiire trees for export as timber, 
and ttie young growtti for the manufac- 
ture of paper-pulp, the slock available 
lor ex port" must sooner or later come to 
an end. The United States already ini- 
jiorted twice as much timber from Can- 
ada as they sent to Great Britain. After 
the hi pse of a limited number of years, 
tho United States were likely to require 
nil lhal (.Jauada could spare under pre- 
Hont conditions, Ihua thri-aleiiins; to cut 
our su|)plies short by aonie !:(;,UOl),000. 
Close investiciUion showed iliatii con- 
siderable portion of the area clns,=ed as 
woodland did not contain any market- 
able timl)er, and that the rest waa by tio 
means taken c:are of in such ii manner as 
to secure a pernument snpi)ly. The fov- 
eets of Canada now contained a consider- 
able variety of species, such aa firs, 
pines, larch, oaks, maples, birch, 
tiiekory, ash, walnut, po))lar, and elm, 
of which the most important were the 
white or Weymouth pine, the spruce, 
and the Douglas firi or Oregon pine. 
The lecturer considered each of these 
timbers in detail, observing that the 
white pine forests bad been worked at 
.".Ijoiit Lwice llie rate of annual iiiore- 
rncnt, and for every tree (Uit some ten or 
more younger trees had been destroyed 
by lire. Enoriuoua (juantitiea of spruce 
were said to exiat, out its cutting had 
also very much developed of late. It 
appeared that spruce was gradually 
taking the place of the dinjinishing 
white piue, but, owing to lumbering 
and the manufacture of wood-pulji, it 
was likely to share the same fate. 
Owing to the r.ipidly increasing reiiuire- 
monts of the United States, he feared _ 
that the Doug'.iia fir tree's existence was 
likewise on an unsafe basis, unless the 
Dominion of Canada took early steps to 
j)reaerve this important timber, which 
iiniounteil to 25 per cent of the total ex- 
ports. Tracing the measures alreaily 
taken in ibis direction, the lecturer 
thought that they could only have an 
inlinitesinial effect, if any at all, upon 
the preservation of the foreata. lie saw 
no reason to differ from tho conclusions 
arrived at hy.Mr. (leorge Johnson, the 
Btatistician of the Dominion of Canada, 
vi/,. : that the first iiuality of the jiine 
had nearly diaai)peared ; that of the 
second quality there was a consiiienible 
supply; that of other timbers there was 
a large supply; but that Canada was 
within measurable distance Of tho time 
when, with the exception of spruce a-s 
to the wood, and of British Columbia as 
to the supplying provmce, Canada would 
cease to be a timber-exporting country. 

Such a very serious state of affairs re- 
ipiired immediate ami prompt action, 
and Dr. Sell lich recommended that, apart 
from the [general supervieion of the for- 
est.') still at the ilisposal ot the u'evern- 
ineut.a sutlicieiit area should, under an 
iuleiiuate lorest law, beselt^cted and con- 
stituted aa permanent forest estates. 
Tlies" shoiild be tlinroUi.'hl y ])ri)tecteil 
against lire and unlawful cutting', and 
ni inaged wit h a view to iucree.siiiL; pro- 
duction and ii austaiued yield, somewhat 
on the lines which had been followed in 
linlia. These reserves would not be al- 
together closed against cnttine, that op- 
eration however being ])erformed with 
due regard to the future yieldiun eapa- 
citv of the area, so as to suiiply th(;coun- 
Iry, and the export trade, at twice tin; 
present rate when the remainder ol the 
|.iii--^tH i-i)Ui uieiiceil to '_'ive roit. With 
reuanl til the riiiteil Kiiigdum, its fn- 
luri- snpiili(;S of timber were nbvi'iusly 
on a niii^l n nsiitielai'tory basis. Much 
of the oak timber niiu'iit, ie> liniibt, In- 
replaced liy oilier hard wD.iils, nut this 
was impossible as leganls the piiie and 
lir tindier. The latter was new laid 
down on these shores at an a\ erage cn.-t 
of iJl. ISa. Sd. a loud, and none o; the 
colonies except Canada could supply n 
at Buythiug like that rate, even if ilr-y 
were able to grow the timber. Hence 
the systematic management of a fair pro- 
portion of the C'anadian foreata was of 

Ihe'.llmost 111! :inrl.ni'-e to this Ciiutitrv. 
AliiioiiLrb t-iieii' iiiaili-r.-i as afforesialinn 
bad liillierto beiMi left to private enter- 
pri^e, many persons had of late, since 
airriculture had fallen low, been i-ilbii'.' 
npuu the .-'tate for assistance Imth lothir 
r(^s])ect and a.s ri';;ard i industriea gener- 
ally. State asBi.~taiice should, nwiiu: 
to the special ciicunistances, ne 
given to the equiiiment of forest 
Bcliouls within the I'liited Kin:td'iiii ; ad- 
vances being nuule to lamh'd proprietors 
at 2'._. per cent, iiileresi , for tl: e ]iui |iiise 
of planting surplus lanils ; under certain 
conditions, surplus areas should by uc- 
q Hired by th.e state and put under forests; 
crown forests not acquired for other pur- 
poses being managed on economic prin- 
ciples, so us to serve aa patterns to pri- 
vate proprietors and as training gtouiida 
for young foresters. .Moderate asaistaiice 
in these directions might be the mei'.ns 
of keeping in this country a large sum of 
money instead of sending it abroad every 
year, besides jiroviding addilioual wivrk 
[or its I'ver-increasing iiopiilation, and 
helpini; to prevent the conlinuoua llow 
of would-be workers from the country 
into the towns only to swell the ranks of 
the unemployed. 

.Vfter inviting discussion upon the 
subject o( the lecture, the chairman pro- 
posed a vote of thanks to Dr. Schlicli fur 
bis very interesting and valuable jmper. 
lie considered that the leacturer had 
ehown, in the course of a moat practical 
address, that nil nations wore, in the 
matter of tiuiliur snpi)ly, liviiiK upon 
thiMr capi t.il, a rourae which inevitably 
ended in bankruptcy. The lecturer had 
not, however, been cnnteut to leave ids 
bearera in a dunpuudeni coudiiiun, but

Captain John .1. Berry, who during 
the years ISSl, Lss.'i and ISSb acted as 
Bailing master on expeilitiona made !iy 
the Bteamers .\lert and Neptune under 
the comuiand of Lieutenant i bddon, 
has fioinething to say in rei^ard to the 
controversy at present eiiL'airing the 
aiithorilies at Ottawa, as to the navi>;a- 
bility of lliiilson's straits and Hudson's 
bay. It has been conclusively proven by 
l.t! A. K. Cordon, he says, thattheron' 
by the Straits, for steamsliiiis, iaentiroiy 
impracticable, and this naiKJi-tion he 
claims to be able to iirove out of his 
thirty-three years' experience in sail and 
steam craft eueaged in the sealing indus- 
try on the Newfoundland coast. He says 
[ tliat be can voii-:'h fur the truth of every 
j word contained in the reports of that 
competent !iavii.'ator, Lieut, (.iordoii, 
now dead .some three or four years. 

There ia a season of jirobably two 
moniha' duration when a steamer 
can make a voyage to Port Churchill, 
but that geaaon comes not more 
frequently than once in four years. 
( >n such occasions a vessel of any dimen- 
riioiis could ply on the route with com- 
[lariit ive safety. As for the liay itself, 
no ice or other obatrncliona to the oper- 
ations of the proposed steainship lino 
would be encoiiiitereil (luring the sum- 
mer nionllis, but in the \vi 11 tor, the eap- 
tain colli iiineH, navigation is impossible, \ 
the bay itself being frozen over for at 
least Htx iiioiitlis of the twelve. 

This in forinatioii, altliough not ile- * 
rived from perJinna'l observation, 
was gained I'loiii leHideuls of | 

Churchill and "^'ork Factory. Lieu- 1 
tenant Gordon, on hie different j 
expeditions established five observation 
stations on Hudson's straits, five on the 
north side and three on the south, with 
an additional one to the sontli of Capo 
Chu(ll(!y on tlie Labrador ;:oast. These 
I were advantageously jilaced. thn>e nu'n 
' being left in cbargiMif each station i^very 
year whose duty it was to take notes on 
the ai-tioii of the waterB. 

The straits, however, are full of islands 
for a distance of one hundred miles at 
the mouth of the bay, and narrow 
passacea and swift currents characterize 
the waters. Large, quantities of ice 
coming through Fox channel crowd into 
these passage ways, and consequent 
blockades are of almost constant oc- 
currence. 

Captain Berry is well acquainted, ho 
says, with Admiral Markham, who ac- 
companied one expedition while on 
leave of absence aa a reporter for tho 
Winnipeg t'c Hudson's J!ay Hallway 
Conipaiiy, landing at York Factory, five 
hundred rnilRH up the bay, from wliicli 
point he roniplnted Ida journey to Win- 
nipeg overland. As for tho Admiral's 
ex|iericnee in Hudson's Htraits it waa, 
under these conditions, extremely lim- 
ited, and should not therefore receive 
coiiHideration in tho piesent controversy. 

With regard to Commander AVake- 
ham's opinion of tho steamer Stanley, 
which has been published quite e.\-- 
tensively of late. Captain Berry also has 
a word to say. The vessel, according to 
his report, was perfectly suitable in point 
of strength for navigating Hudson'a
